To the ordinary reader not seeking 
for the symbolic meaning of the author 
nor trying to trace his local hits, the 
most amusing part of the book is the 
downright humorous character of Mrs, 
Scamler, and the delicious spirit of her 
various narratives with their Mala- 
propisms in sentiment as well as ver- 
nacular, if the speech can be under- 
stood. There are chapters that put to 
shame the adventures of Don Quixote 
notably that in which the ‘Missing 
Link” is discovered, and which is as 
delicious a travesty as has been penned 
this many a day. Of the Enelish of 
the book what need to speak, that it is 
by Davidson is sufficient. This book 
tLo, as becomes all books concerned, 
seriously or otherwise, with the mod- 
ern decadents, has a frontispiece by 
Beardsley, and one of the best that he 
has done. 

The BPnglish edition of the book is 
beautifully printed, the type being of 
the sort Oliver Herford would approve, 
for the clever artist and humorots in- 
cludes among his many aversion a dis- 
like to fine print, which he states no 
man will use who has not something 
evil to say.

As the monkey grows 
in mind he grows in analytical power, 
and sees the cause of his wretchedness 
and blames the man, who has brought 
him to man’s estate—knowledge and un- 
happiness—and, to make a short story 
shorter, he ends by killing the man and 
killing himself. 

This is only a new protest made many 
times, and to be made many more 
against he meseries of Knowledge. “‘The 
Curse of the Intellect’’ is an old com- 
rlaint. Wise men cried out against it 
ages ago, and by spells the diseased 
mind and the weary heart will always 
ery out against it, single liges gives to 
the intelligent of the world only the 
chance of hope and resignation, either 
of which states is one of temperament 
and not deliberate choice. 

These books are only set forth as 
signs of the times that has ceased to 
be wholly interested in mere stories. 
Bvery age has its periods of this sort.

During another 
visit at my house he was occupied in fin- 
ishing and copying a lecture which he 
was to give shortly at various places in 
New England. He was a little tired, and 
as I noticed somewhat depressed. I pro- 
posed that he should make a break in 
his work and try what an afternoon in 
Boston should do by way of holiday, and 
I, meanwhile, would copy the lecture for 
him, He returned in a few hours in ra- 
diant spirits. “‘‘What has happened?’ I 
asked. ‘‘You seem in such spirits, and 
so well out of your blues.’’ “Oh, noth- 
ing in particular, but I seemed to meet 
with various pleasant people.” ‘Old 
friends?” I asked. “Oh, no, strangers, 
but everybody looked at me so kindly, 
and on Tremont street I met a lady who 
seemed to almost smile at me—so kind 
was the look in her face. I feel all made 
over again.”’ 

There were days when it was quite 
otherwise. On another afternoon, dur- 
ing the same visit, he went into Boston 
in fine spirits, but returned with a hurt 
and pained look. I knew without ex- 
planations that he had been reading be- 
Eee the lines of faces that he had 
met. 


My reference to copying the lecture 
reealls the circumstances connected with 
the writing of it. Mr. Douglass was 
wont to pay us his longest visits in 
summers. At these times he was con- 
sidering what should be the subject for 
his next lecture. For ‘these were the 
days when the public held to the lecture 
platform, and each winter brought its 
successive programme of distinguished 
names and fresh topics. He often dis- 
cussed the matter of subjects with me, 
as doubtless with others. 

This summer many and varied topics 
were talked over, but none seemed to 
attract. It chanced, one afternoon, that 
we fell to talking of his friendship and 
experiences with John Brown. Among 
other things, he recounted to me the in- 
cidents of his last meeting with him, 
These were his words, as nearly as I 
can recall them: 

“John Brown wrote me at Rochester, 
asking me to come to the place desig- 
nated by him for a conference before 
he should begin his crusade. Our ideas 
concerning the campaign had been op- 
posed. I believed that the wiser and 
better way was to fortify ourselves in 
the mountains of Maryland and Vir- 
ginia, to increase our strength and at 
the same time make slave-holding prop- 
erty unprofitable by adding to our num- 
bers from the best ahd strongest men 
among the slaves of the neighboring 
plantations, and: gradually get the wom- 
en and children into Canada by the un- 
derground railway, thus by § degrees 
making ourselves. powerful without 
bloodshedding.. But John Brown was of 
different stuff. From the hour when, a 
mere boy, on a visit in the South with 
his father, he saw a black boy cruelly 
beaten with a shovel by an angry mas- 
ter, the iron had entered his soul. From 
that hour John Brown felt he had a mis- 
sion, and he saw but one way in which 
to acomplish this mission. Our disa- 
greement had been strenuous, but we 
were always the same friends, and in re-, 
sponse to his summons I made the jour- 
ney. 

“The place designated was a deserted 
stone quarry near Chambersburg, Pa. 
Secrecy and prudence were needed in 
order to make my way thither without 
exciting suspicion. No one in Cham- 
bersburg dreamed-thalt within the short 
radius of their quiet town, 
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ture that had belonged to Charles Sum- 
ner, and here the favorite books, so 
many of which had each its little his- 
tory or association with this or that 
friend or event of past years. I was 
always glad when Mr. Douglass took his 
violin from its case. It was but little 
that he played, but that little meant 
much to him, for therewith he chased 
from his heart ‘‘many a blue devil,” he 
used to say. Almost always the bits 
he played were wierdly minor, and of- 
ten they were airs that he had learned 
in the old plantation days of his gates 
These reminded Me of certain old Scotch 
folk songs, and also of Irish songs in 
which the dominant phrase is a wail or 
a lament. But music has been the ex- 
pression of grief all over the world, so 
this was not strange. 


Mr. Douglas Joved Charles Sumner, 
and loved to talk of him. After Sum- 
ner’s death he used to say: ‘“‘Charles 
Sumner was one of the few in whose 
presence I always forgot my color.”’ He 
often said the same of Abraham Lin- 
coln;) Wendell Phillips was another. 
“Many a time,” he said, “Wendell and I 
have passed the entire night walking 
the deck on the Fall River steamers. I 
was not allowed a cabin, but was put 
forward with the other merchandise. On 
these journeys Wendell Phillips never 
made use of his own cabin, but shared 
my quarters with me. Many a time we 
walked the night through, under the 
stars. Also on railway trains he would 
ingist on sharing with me the caboose, 
the only place where I was admitted. 
How many journeys we have made thus 
together! If I objected to his sacrificin 
himself, he used to insist, saying: ‘If i 
is good enough for you, Frederick, it is 
good enough for me.’ ’”’. 

He had a great affection, too, for Rob- 
ert Ingersoll. He has described a cer- 
tain visit he made at Quincy, Ill., many 
years ago. It was on a cold and blus- 
tering Saturday night. He applied at 
various hotels for lodging. He was ev- 
erywhere refused. He found himself lit- 
erally upon the street. A plain man 
whom he met, in answer to his inquiries, 
said: “There is one man in Quincy who 
will take you in. You had hetter go to 
Robert Ingersoll.’”’ The advice was fol- 
lowed. He was a stranger to Robert In- 
gersoll, but it is needless to say that he 
found with him and his family the 
warmth and welcome, he stood so in 
need of, 

This incident Mr. Douglass never for- 
got, and together with Lincoln, Sum- 
ner, Phillips, the Quincys and others, 
“Bob” Ingersoll held a warm place in 
his heart. 


During one of his visits in Cambridge 
we went to Charles Sumner’s grave to- 
gether. It was the summer following 
his death. He stood a long time lost 
in thought. For a half-hour no word 
was spoken. Then Mr. Douglass, stoop- 
ing, plucked a little blue flower from 
the mound, placed it between the leaves 
of his note book, and turned away. “I 
loved Charles Sumner like a brother, 
and I think he loved me a little,” were 
the only words spoken. 


Concerning his parentage, Mr. Doug- 
lass insisted that whatever he_ possessed 
in his nature or possibilities he inherit- 
ed from his mother and grandmother, 
both of whom were women of strong 
traits and were considered remarkable 
in their time. He gave this simply as a 
fact and in answer to frequent state- 
ments to the effect that he was int 
debted to his white father, who was 
also his master, for especial mental 
qualities. Not that he underrated the 
Lioyds, and it is well known what a 
cordial and honorable welcome he re- 
eeived on the occasion of his visit at 
the old plantation a few years ago. 

That the friendly feeling on the part 
of the Lloyds was not expressed through 
the mere exercise of southern hospital- 
ity was shown on the occasion of my
